LARGE  bulbs  are  lyi  in.  and  up  to  3  in.  diameter,  and  are  generally  considered  best  for  ex¬ 
hibition  purposes,  producing  the  best  flowers  on  the  longest  spikes. 


MEDIUM  size  bulbs,  over  24  in.  to  1  yi  in.  give  a  very  satisfactory  spike,  with  florets  usually 
as  large  as  from  larger  bulbs. 

SMALL  bulbs,  in.  to  24  in.,  are  planted  for  increase  rather  than  blooms,  but  if  planted 
early,  most  varieties  will  bloom. 


No.  7 _ The  smallest  bulbs,  24  in.  and  under,  although  sometimes  smaller  than  bulblets,  will 

give  you  larger  bulbs  at  digging  time.  Plant  iy2  to  2  in.  deep.
